Airport Enterprise Zone takes off, but... 


Council must 
find a further 
£31m savings

WEDNESDAY’S Government 
Spending Review was a mixed 
bag for Luton, with great 
opportunity meeting poten¬ 
tially crippling cuts. 

A new Enterprise Zone around 
Luton Airport could generate 
10,000 jobs for the area, in addi¬ 
tion to those created by the 
£110m airport expansion. 

But as further cutbacks were 
announced, Luton Borough 
Council (LBC) said it would sus¬ 
pend ‘non-essential’ spending 
to find savings of £31m over the 
next three years, despite having 
already made £86.5m worth 
over the last five. 

The authority’s £64m revenue 
support grant from central gov¬ 


ernment is to be scrapped alto¬ 
gether by 2020. 

Trevor Holden, chief executive 
of LBC said: “Taking all this 
into account, and because the 
pressure on demand-led servic¬ 
es is going to remain high, it is 
absolutely vital we take swift 
and decisive action within the 
authority in order to bring 
spend back into line.” 

The current forecast over¬ 
spend in the council’s revenue 
budget for the year 2015/16 
amounts to £5.2m. 

Mr Holden added: “As a coun¬ 
cil, Luton has a high dependen¬ 
cy on central government fund¬ 
ing, referred to as the ‘Revenue 
Support Grant’. 

“This grant, we anticipate, will 
be reduced to zero by 2020. The 
proposed retention of business 


rates in no way compensates for 
this massive loss. 

“The best way for us to address 
this is to drive the local econo¬ 
my, which is exactly why LBC 
developed its Investment 
Framework...the Chancellor’s 
announcement of 26 additional 
enterprise zones, including 
Luton Airport, will result in sig¬ 
nificant investment, economic 
growth and jobs.” 

A spokeswoman for Luton 
Airport said: “Being granted an 
Enterprise Zone is testament to 
the importance of the airport to 
the local economy, businesses 
and community. 

“The £110m transformation of 
the airport will create thou¬ 
sands of jobs and the new 
Enterprise Zone will further 
add to those numbers.”

November 9, 2012 at 23 weeks 
and six days. 

They were given a very small 
chance of surviving and were 
seriously ill for a long time. 

However, they managed to 
pull through and recently cel¬ 
ebrated their third birthdays. 

Kayleigh said she has 
received a lot of help and sup¬ 
port from her local centre at 
Stopsley Baptist Church. 

She said: “Hopefully they 
can take the petition into 
consideration when they 
make the decision. 

“I think a lot of people do 
not know about it. 


“The reason I knew was that 
I wanted to start a group for 
premature babies but the 
staff at the centre said they- 
could not do it because they 
were under review. It means a 
lot to me and my friends and 
we want to do what we can to 
keep them open.” 

A council spokesman said 
the authority was ‘absolutely 
committed to giving Luton’s 
young children the very best 
start in life’ but added that 
officers needed to cut £1 mil¬ 
lion from children’s centres 
in order to meet ‘challenging 
savings targets’.

3Tin 
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Callous pair jailed 
for baby’s death

A MOTHER and a grand¬ 
mother have been jailed for a 
total of 16 years for causing 
the death of a seven-month- 
old baby. 

Baby Imran was tragically 
found dead at his house in 
Luton on 17 January, 2014. On 
October 28 this year, his 
mother, lessica Price, 24, and 
his grandmother, Angela 
Price, both of Morris Close, 
were found guilty of causing 
his death. 

On Wednesday they were 
each sentenced at Luton 
Crown Court to eight years in 
prison. 

Detective Inspector Alan 
Page, of the Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and 
Hertfordshire Major Crime 
Unit, said: “This was an abso¬ 
lutely heart-wrenching case 
involving the tragic death of 
an innocent baby, as a result 
of the actions of two of the 
people who were meant to 
love him the most. 

“Imran was wilfully 
neglected at the hands of his 
mother and grandmother, to 
the extent that he lost 17 per 


cent of his body weight in just 
nine days. 

“Had it not been for the 
cruel and callous neglect by 
these cold-hearted individu¬ 
als, then I believe that Imran 
would still be alive today. 

Jessica Price was found 
guilty of three counts of cru¬ 
elty to a child by failing to 
provide him with adequate 
food or drink, and failing to 
obtain adequate medical aid 


and one count of causing or 
allowing the death of a child. 
She pleaded guilty to one 
count of causing or allowing 
a child to suffer serious phys¬ 
ical harm. 

Angela Price was found 
guilty of two counts of cruel¬ 
ty to a child, one of causing or 
allowing the death of a child, 
and one of causing or allow¬ 
ing a child to suffer serious 
physical harm.

Council shells out 
for the homeless

THOUSANDS of pounds are 
being spent on keeping fam¬ 
ilies in hotels as the council 
struggles to cope with the 
housing crisis. 

Luton Borough Council 
said it was spending an aver¬ 
age of £90 per night to house 
families in hotels. 

A council document pub¬ 
lished last week stated more 
than 800 households were 
homeless. A spokesman said 
most of these families were 


living in other sources of 
temporary accommodation 
such as private housing. 

Luton on Sunday spoke to a 
family of three, including 
two children under 11, who 
were recently promised a 
house after spending more 
than two months living first 
at the Holiday Inn at Luton 
Airport and then the Hilton 
on Kimpton Road. 

The parent, who did not 
want to be named, estimated 
that the council was paying 
between £l,000-£800 for the 
three-star hotels. 


She said: “Last week they 
moved me from the Holiday 
Inn to the Hilton. 

They said it was because 
the Holiday Inn did not want 
any council people. There are 
a few other families also liv¬ 
ing there.” 

LoS asked Luton council 
how much it was spending 
on families living at Hilton 
and Holiday Inn but no fig¬ 
ure was given. A spokesman 
said the authority was work¬ 
ing on ‘several initiatives’ 
aimed at tackling the hous¬ 
ing shortage.

Let’s protect our children 


BROADCASTER and community 
worker Junior Badila wants to 
raise awareness about the 
work being done to protect 
vulnerable children living in 
our community. In this week’s 
blog he reflects on the efforts 
that have gone into tackling 
abuse linked to religious belief 



CHILD abuse cuts across cul¬ 
ture, faith and social class, 
even though official statistics 
in the UK indicate a dispro¬ 
portionate representation of 
black African children in the 
social care system. 

The death of Victoria 
Climbie in 2000 at the hands 
of her guardians, the case of 
an eight-year-old Angolan girl 
who was dumped on a 
Hackney street in a laundry 
bag, and the killing in 2010 of 
Kristy Bamu - who was sub¬ 
jected to a prolonged attack 
of unspeakable savagery and 
brutality by his older sister 
and her partner following 
accusations of witchcraft - 
caused public outcry, particu¬ 
larly in the black community. 

Following a roundtable 
meeting chaired by the then 
Parliamentary Under¬ 
secretary of State for 
Children and Families, Tim 
Loughton, in February 2011, 
a National Working Group 
was set up to develop a 
national action plan called the 
‘National Action Plan to 
Tackle Child Abuse Linked to 
Faith or Belief. 

This action plan was 
intended to help raise aware¬ 
ness of child abuse linked to 
faith or belief and to encour¬ 
age that practical steps be 
taken to prevent it. 

The plan has been devel¬ 
oped through partnerships 
between central government, 
local statutory partners, faith 
leaders, voluntary sector 
organisations and the police. 

It is not about challenging 
people’s beliefs but where 
beliefs lead to abuse, which 
must not be tolerated. 

The plan aims to address 
certain kinds of child abuse 


linked to faith or belief. 

This includes belief in 
witchcraft, spirit possession 
and the use of fear of the 
supernatural to make children 
comply with being trafficked 
for domestic slavery or sexual 
exploitation. 

The beliefs which are the 
focus of this action plan are 
not confined to one faith, 
nationality or ethnic commu¬ 
nity. In Luton the Protect 
Project was instituted as a 
response to this plan. 

It is grassroots initiative 
aimed at protecting African 
children from the practices of 
faith and ritualistic child 
abuse. It is aimed at develop¬ 
ing the capacity of parents to 
safeguard children and 
encourages the UK’s African 
community to honour their 
faiths, cultures and raise their 
voices against child abuse. 

Throughout this year the 
project has organised work¬ 
shops and training sessions 
to develop and strengthen 
community-based preventive 
activities. This is to protect 
the rights of African children 
and to ensure their safety, 
with a particular focus on 
tackling faith-based abuse. 

It was funded by the Big 
Lottery’s Awards for All and 
recently a conference was 
held at The Chiltern Hotel to 
mark its conclusion. 

Councillor Mahmood 
Hussain, the portfolio holder 
for Children and Young 
People at Luton Borough 
Council, attended the confer¬ 
ence and handed out certifi¬ 
cates to the trainees. 

He encouraged them to 
work together with the local 
authority to safeguard chil¬ 
dren.

Teacher shortage 
is down to ‘image’

THE town is having a ‘serious problem’ 
attracting teachers and social workers 
because of its negative image, a senior coun¬ 
cillor has said. 

Councillor Mahmood Hussain said a collec¬ 
tive effort was needed to showcase more of 
the town’s benefits and opportunities. 

Research by TeachVac, a search engine for 
teaching jobs, showed that since January this 
year, Luton schools have advertised twice the 
number of jobs as the national average. 

In total, 146 teaching roles were advertised 
in Luton this year, with maths, science and 
english experiencing the highest shortage. 


John Howson, director of TeachVac, said the 
town’s proximity to London meant some 
teachers preferred working in the capital. 

Cllr Hussain added: “We are desperately 
short of social workers for children and adults 
and we are also having a serious problem 
attracting teachers to the town. 

“We are trying to make the place attractive 
and trying to improve the image of the town. 

“It has all the infrastructure in terms of 
being close to London and the airport. 

“The house prices are still reasonable com¬ 
pared to London boroughs and the rest of 
Bedfordshire, but we are still having a serious 
problem attracting these sort of 
professionals.”

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Cancelled flights 
ruin holiday plans

GETAWAY plans were scup¬ 
pered for thousands of 
would-be holidaymakers 
this week after Luton firm 
easyjet cancelled flights to 
Sharm el-Sheikh until 
January. 

Katie Dellow, from 

Pulloxhill, was due to go 
away for Christmas with her 
partner Paul and his 
mother after they 
booked a week’s holi¬ 
day at the Egyptian 
resort back in October, 
flying out from Luton 
Airport. 

She said: “Eve spoken 
to easyjet and they’re 
happy to refund holiday. 

“We’ve looked at other 
options and it’s around £600 
more for a week away from 
the 23rd to the 30th. 

“I’d like to go, but it will be a 
stretch and probably isn’t 
going to happen if I’m realis¬ 
tic. 

“My partner’s Mum has 
dementia and we’ve been 
trying to get her to under¬ 
stand and look forward to 
going away for Christmas but 
now it’s not going to happen.

“We’ve never been 
away for Christmas and were 
really excited about the 
chance to do that.” 

The airline cancelled all 
flights to and from Sharm el 
Sheikh in Egypt over the 
Christmas period, following 
the Sinai plane crash on 
October 31 which killed 224 
people. 

This was extended until 
January 6 on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, with the airline citing 


safety as its main concern 
and reason. 

On its website, easyjet said: 
“We are sorry for the incon¬ 
venience this will obviously 
cause, but we hope that being 
clear with all our customers 
at this point helps you to 
manage your plans with 
more certainty. 

“The situation is beyond 
our control and passenger 
safety will always be our 
number one priority.”

When Amanda came to 
the UK she joined her par¬ 
ents in Luton. She attended 
school in Harpenden before 
being transferred to 
Challney Girls High School 
when the traveling became 
too much. 

After high school she took 
a gap year to work out her 
next move, a period during 
which she says she cried 
and felt ‘really, really clue¬ 
less’. Eventually, she choose

What has she learnt from 
her journey? 

“I can say that I’m really 
happy”, Amanda says. 

“When I think back to that 
10-year-old who was with¬ 
out her mum, being on that 


plane for the first time, tak¬ 
ing advantage of having 
cakes and sweets and every¬ 
thing on the plane, pressing 
the button to ask for a pillow 
or movie, looking back on 
that I feel so blessed.

Warning after spate

Spike in firefighter 
call outs to Zafiras

FIREFIGHTERS are receiving more call outs 
to incidents involving Vauxhall Zafira B 
cars, it has emerged. 

London Fire Brigade said it had noticed a 
‘big spike’ in calls to fires involving the cars 
made by the Luton-based manufacturer. 

In 2013 and 2014 the brigade attended 50 
incidents, compared to the previous four 
years total of just 38 incidents. 

Furthermore, this year alone it has been 
called out to 21 Vauxhall Zafira fires. 

Earlier this month Vauxhall’s new chair¬ 
man, Rory Harvey, announced an investiga¬ 
tion into the vehicles was being done ‘very 


thoroughly and with the utmost urgency’. 

The car-maker has recalled 220,000 Zafira B 
models which were built between 2005 and 
2014. 

Sue Freemantle, 37, a Plymouth mum who 
started a campaign calling for something to 
be done about the cars after hers caught fire, 
said the figures were ‘outrageous’. 

She added: “I find it baffling that London’s 
fire brigade had those numbers and Vauxhall, 
a massive company, still did not know about 
it. There needs to be a massive change in the 
Government’s system so information like this 
is passed onto major companies.” 

Vauxhall said it understood the ‘seriousness 
of the situation’ and owners’ concerns.

Roald’s classic is 
set to be a peach 



FOR one night only the University of 
Bedfordshire and the Novus Theatre company 
are joining forces in a production of James and 
the Giant Peach. 

The play will be part of a Roald Dahl reading 
week during which the university is throwing 
open its doors to over 2,000 local primary 
school children, with a series of interactive 
workshops and a performance of the Giant 
Peach at the UK Centre Carnival Arts. 

It will be the university’s first ever Roald Dahl 
reading week, but for Novus it will be another 
step on their journey which started in 2012 
with a show at the Place Theatre in Bedford. 

In December 2013, Novus produced their 
first family show, The Twits, at the Sharnbrook 
Mill theatre, and it was performed to over 800 
people in three days. 

It was also the first educational project the 
theatre company had done with local schools 
across the week. 

The story centres around a young English 
orphan boy, called James, who has to live with 
his unpleasant aunts after his parents die. 
Whilst there, he stumbles across a strange old 
man who gives him the recipe for a magic 
potion which, when drunk, is supposed to bring 
him happiness and great adventures. 

However, James accidently spills some of it 
on a barren peach tree and in doing so creates 
a gigantic peach. It sets him off on a wild and 


surreal cross-world adventure with seven magi¬ 
cally-altered garden bugs. 

Roisin Kendall, the access partnership man¬ 
ager at Bedfordshire, and one of the organisers 
of the event, said she hoped the play would 
encourage more children to take up reading. 

She added that the play, which will also be 
open to members of the public, would be a 
‘great end of term treat for all the family’. 

“This will be outreach in action, designed for 
local primary children in Luton to become 
engaged, enthused and inspired by the fantas¬ 
tic literary works of Roald Dahl. 

“Through a series of plays and interactive 
workshops we aim to instill confidence and 
aspiration in reading and writing, to support 
children to become independent readers out¬ 
side of the school environment.” 

People right across the university will be 
getting involved in the event, with staff and 
students dressing up as their favourite charac¬ 
ter, as well filming short video clips where they 
choose their favourite Roald Dahl book. 

Tickets are priced at £6 per adult, £5 child 
or £20 for a family ticket (two adults, two chil¬ 
dren or one adult, three children). The show 
begins at 6pm.

OPERATION Dynamo, which 
saw the evacuation of more than 
350,000 British, French and 
Belgian troops from Dunkirk, 
helped the Allies continue the 
war and gave a major boost to 
British morale. 

Its success was due in large 
part to war hero Dunkirk Joe - 
Admiral William Tennant - who 
oversaw the exodus, staying 
right to the end, patrolling the 
length of the beach and calling 
through a megaphone “Are there 
any British soldiers still 
ashore?” 

As beach master, he organised 
the tired and dispirited troops, 
getting them aboard the famous 
armada of small boats that had 
sailed for England in 1940 to 
rescue them. 

Later in the war, during the 
D-Day landings in 1944, Tennant 
was in charge of setting up the 
Mulberry harbours - essential 
for the off-loading of cargo and 
supplies, and the Pluto pipelines. 

After retirement, he came back 
to live in the family home at 
Upton-upon-Severn until his 
death at the age of 73 in 1963.

t looks like a respectable 
family home in swanky 
suburbia, but this 
sprawling mock-Tudor 
property has a rock n’ roll 
history to die for. 

It was here during the late 
1960s that John Lennon created 
a bohemian haven for himself, 
wife Cynthia and son Julian, 
penning some of the Beatles’ 
best known work, including 
much of the Sgt. Pepper album. 

Female fans were usually 
hanging around at the gates 
and famous friends and 
visitors such as the rest of the 
Fab Four, Bob Dylan, Michael 
Nesmith of the Monkees and 
Peter Cook would regularly 
rock up. 

Lennon had a room at the 
top of the house where he kept 


most of his musical equipment, 
writing and recording on tape 
recorders. The cover 
photograph for Rubber Soul 
was taken here, Lennon parked 
his garishly decorated 
Rolls-Royce in the drive, 
and for a while an 
enormous model 
shoe, used as a 
prop in the film 
Help!, sat on the 
lawn. 

Kenwood in 
Weybridge, Surrey, 
cost the singer £20,000 
in July 1964, but he’d 
sold it by 1968, after 
starting a relationship with 
Yoko Ono. 

Ringo Starr also lived in 
Surrey until last year. But his 
former property - Sunny 


Heights, also in the exclusive 
St Georges Hill estate, is 
reported to be set for 
demolition after being bought 
by a Russian billionaire.

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Billy Fury's birding bolthole 



BILLY Fury was often described 
as Britain’s answer to Elvis and 
was such a big star back in the 
1960s that The Beatles once tried 
out as his backing band. 

When he held auditions in 
Liverpool, among those who 
didn’t make the grade were The 
Beatles - still calling themselves 
the Silver Beetles - who were 
offered the job for £20 a week on 
condition that they sacked their 
bassist Stuart Sutcliffe. John 
Lennon refused and the band left 
after Lennon had got Fury’s 
autograph. 

Earlier this year, the Billy 
Fury movie was released, 
examining the Liverpool-born 
singer’s short life. Born Ronald 
Wycherley, Fury equalled the 
Beatles’ record of 24 hits in the 
1960s, with songs including 
Halfway to Paradise and 
Jealousy. However, his career 
stalled in the following decade, 
and in the mid-1970s Fury went 
out on the road with Marty 
Wilde. In 1978 he was declared 
bankrupt and died in 1983, aged 
just 42. 

Away from the spotlight, a 


little at odds with his racy stage 
persona, Fury was a keen 
birdwatcher, and used a 
three-storey folly in the back 
garden of his house in Crugybar, 
Llanwrda, as a bird-watching 
tower. 

Now on the market for 
£475,000, this four-bedroom 
detached house set in three 


acres, was Fury’s home from 
1974 to 1983. It has two recently 
converted stone barns which are 
let out as holiday 
accommodation, and prove 
popular with his fans.

CHARLES I is thought to have 
stayed at this Jacobean mansion 
while fleeing to France and 
Samuel Pepys was another of its 
famous visitors. 

In recent years it’s proved a 
popular wedding venue, hosting 
parties and welcoming paying 
guests - but it could also be 
home to a few unwelcome ones 
too. 

There’ve been a number of 
ghostly sightings at Boys Hall, 


the most popular being John the 
drunk, a young woman and a 
stable master named Thomas. 

People have also reported 
being touched and that pictures 
refuse to stay up in some parts of 
the house. The hall even 
appeared on TV show Most 
Haunted a few years back. 

The Grade II listed property 
was built in 1616 by Thomas and 
Margaret Boys, descendants of 
the De Bois family, who landed 


in England during the Norman 
Conquest. Although heavily 
involved in smuggling, The Boys 
were an important and 
influential family and one of 
Thomas’s brothers was 
Archdeacon of Canterbury 
Cathedral, where the family have 
their own vault. 

The 10-bedroom house set in 
2.75 acres in Willesborough, near 
Ashford - now on the market for 
£2.25m - includes a reception 
hall, three cloakrooms, drawing 
room, study, bar/sitting room, 
dining room and kitchen, as well 
as a conservatory with covered 
indoor swimming pool.

Vauxhall Astra 


Take a look inside... 



The seventh generation version 
of Vauxhall’s Astra family hatch 
manages to be better equipped, 
more efficient and more spa¬ 
cious than its predecessor, 
while in some cases actually 
costing less than it did before. 
Think that sounds promising? 
Then like us, you might think 
that this could be the toughest 
rival yet for the segment-leading 
Ford Focus. 

The engineers have created a 
completely fresh platform for 
this MK7 model Astra but it isn’t 
one featuring the multi-link rear 
suspension set-up that does so 
much to make a rival Ford Fo¬ 
cus ride and handle so sweetly. 
The downside of that kind of 
arrangement lies not only in 
its cost but also in the way it 
intrudes on bootspace (which 
is why a Focus’ boot is so rela¬ 
tively small). Hence the decision 
with this Astra to stick with the 
previous model’s relatively sim¬ 
ple torsion beam rear suspen¬ 
sion system, a set-up enhanced 
with a so-called ‘Watts linkage’ 
feature to improve cornering 
stability. 

Most Astra buyers are prob¬ 
ably going to want a diesel. The 
old 1.3, 1.7 and 2.0-litre CDTi 
units have at last been pen¬ 
sioned off and in their place sits 


the quieter, torquier 1.6-litre 
CDTi diesel, offered here with 
either I 10 or I 36PS in main¬ 
stream form or with as much 
as 160PS in BiTurbo form at the 
top of the range. Both petrols 
and diesels should benefit from 
an all new six speed gearbox 
that should make for sweeter 
shifts. 

The bodyshell of the Astra 
is 77kgs lighter than before, 
thanks to smaller dimensions 
and more high strength steels 
which contribute to weight sav¬ 
ings over the previous model of 
between 120 and 200kg. 

Inside, despite the reduc¬ 
tion in exterior size, you get 
an additional 35mm of rear 
legroom compared to the old 
car. Move up-front and there’s 
the expected smarter fascia 
with splashes of chrome and the 
expected standard touchscreen 
infotainment screen that as 
usual reduces dashboard but¬ 
ton clutter. For the first time, 
the General Motors ‘OnStar’ 
system is available, the set-up 
providing an in-car Wi-Fi hot¬ 
spot and 24/7 assistance from a 
dedicated service team. 

This i a car that feels quite 
up to the challenge posed by 
an army of efficient, plush and 
dynamically able rivals.

We all love a good sporting 
comeback. 

The most thrilling 
Champions League finals 
came when Manchester 
United and Liverpool rose 
from the dead in 1999 and 
2005 respectively to pick up 
the biggest club trophy in 
football. 

France’s burst of 33 unan¬ 
swered points after falling 
24-10 behind to New Zealand 
in the semi-finals of the 1999 
Rugby World Cup was so 
thrilling, virtually the whole 
of Twickenham got behind 
them. 

Sailing’s America’s Cup 
hasn’t always got that much 
attention on these shores, but 
Sir Ben Ainslie’s helping 
Oracle Team USA come back 
from 8-1 down to defend their 
title against Team New 
Zealand in 2013 made plenty 
of people sit up.

Luton manager John Still insists 
he does not fear for his job and 
got the full backing of defender 
Luke Wilkinson after a second 
spectacular capitulation in a 
week as they lost 3-0 at relega¬ 
tion-threatened Newport 
County.

BLACK Friday, Black Saturday, 
what’s the difference? Bargains 
were on offer but all Luton got was 
short-changed with and served 
with a familiar sense of deja vu. 

The Hatters, however, did snag an 
exclusive deal as the only side to lose 
at Newport County this term - a 
buy-one-get-one-free League Two 
offer cashed in eight months after 
their last defeat at Rodney Parade. 

And after the midweek debacle at 
home to Carlisle - where they con¬ 
ceded three goals in 14 minutes in a 
4-3 home defeat - the last thing 
Town needed was to get stung by a 
super sub. 

No sooner had Swansea loanee 
Oliver McBurnie come on to make 
his County debut had he bagged his 
first of a 23-minute treble. His open¬ 
er on 63 minutes was Newport’s first 
shot on target. They only had four all 
game. Luton are the gift that just 
keeps on giving to their League Two 
rivals. 

Worse still, is this cannot be 
described as an anomaly for the 
brittle Hatters. Even ever-reliable 
goalkeeper Mark Tyler weighed in 
with the mistakes - with two that led 


to goals. Automatic promotion is 
almost certainly out of reach - 14 
points off the top three now - and 
the jury is still out on a play-off 
berth. 

They’re now just as close to the 21st 
placed Welsh side as they are the 
play-offs - six points from both. And 
that, for a club with their ambition, 
may as well be nowhere. 

Manager John Still said: “I don’t 
want to blame Mark. It’s not fair 
because Mark has been brilliant, but 
it was bit like the other night. A mis¬ 
take after a mistake and it led to the 
defeat. Until the goal I thought we 
controlled the game.” 

But they were slightly the better 
team for an hour and then, at the 
first sign of adversity, they crumbled 
and made relegation-threatened 
Newport look like champions elect. 

Town certainly had the better 
chances, with two in the first 15 
minutes. First was a tame shot from 
Alex Lawless and, while goalkeeper 
Joe Day gathered easily, the County 
man’s next trick was to spectacular¬ 
ly deny Danny Green after the Luton 
winger had arrowed a long range 
effort at the top corner. 

Much the more threatening in the 
final third were the Hatters at that 
stage and only a deflection denied 
Oily Lee after he twisted skillfully 
away from two County defenders. 

Day then beat away a Josh McQuoid 
curler, with Jack Marriott just una¬ 
ble to stretch for the rebound and, 
while they went into the half time 


interval on terms, there looked to be 
only one winner. 

Then again, at the moment, Luton 
could go to a free, all-you-can-eat 
buffet and come away hungry. 

McBurnie was introduced on 58 
minutes and five minutes later he 
glanced a low cross past Tyler, but 


worse was to come for the keeper 
and Town. 

The 38-year-old uncharacteristi¬ 
cally spilled a long range Alex 
Rodman shot that zipped off the 
sodden turf for the 19-year-old to 
gobble up the rebound. 

Then, for good measure, the 


Hatters keeper tied a big bow on 
McBurnie’s hat-trick, passing 
straight to Scott Boden who gleeful¬ 
ly squared for the striker to slide into 
an empty net. 

It was Christmas come early for 
County, but for Town, dark times 
indeed.
